THE MANUFACTURE OF ITIATS. 

The Hat, as learned dictionaries of the arts 
and manufacturies would say, is the name of 
an article of dress worn upon the head of men 
and women, but principally by the former, and 
seems to have been first introduced asa distinc- 
tion among the ecclesiastics in the twelfth cen- 
tury, though it was not till the year 1400 that 
it was generally adopted by respectable laymen. 
Since that time, great changes have taken place 
in regard not only to the method of manufacture 
butin the materials of which it is composed. 
The French have excelled the English in the 
manufacture of the hat; particularly in the 
beauty of its appearance, and the fineness of its 
texture. In 1923, a firm in Manchester, Eng- 
land; obtained a patent for a peculiar kind of fab- 
ric made of cotton, or a mixture of cotton and 
silk, for covering hats and bonnets, in imitation 
ofbeaver. The foundation, covered by the pa- 
vent fabric, consisted of felt, hemp, and wool. 
But this debased article does not seem to have 
gol into very general use, as cotton, from its 
went of the feliing property and inelasticity, is 
ill-ndapted to making hat bodies. Although sev- 
eral rather ingenious inventions have been made 
in England in the matesials, &c , for the manu- 
facture of this articie of costume, but litile pro- 
gress has been effected in regard to its light- 
ness, elegance and durabillity, the principal, if 
not the only, requisites of a good hat. 

As the art of making coummon hats does not 
involve the description of any curious machin- 
ery, or any remarkably interesting processes, 
we shall mot enter into any very minute detaiis 
vpon the subject. It will be sufficient to con- 
vey to the reader a general idea of ine style of 
its manufactue in this countre, where, it is 
now universally admitied, ine most important 
improvements have yeen effected. And asthe 
hats made in New York are unguestionably 
the best produced inthe world, it may not be 
amiss to take, as ap example, the model mana- 
lactory of a house in that city. We refer to the 
establieuncut of William H. Beebe & Co. No 
ne, we ventureto say, has done more to pro- 
mote improvements in this particular branch of 
manufacture than Mr. Beebe, who is enthusias- 
tically devoted to the business, having, as we 
learn from the most reliable sources, expended

ed accurately, and a piece is cut off for the as-! 
snyer. He takes it, metts it with twice its 
weightof silver, and several times its weight of | 
lead. It is melted in small cups made of bone | 
ashes which absorb all the lead: a large part of 
the silver is extracted by another proce-s, and 
the sample is then rolled outto a thin shaving, | 
coiled up, and put in a sort of glass vial called a 
watrass, with some nitric acid. ‘The matrasses 
are put ina furnece, and the acid is boiled 
again. This is done seversl times, till the 
acid has extracted allthe silver and other 


min-! 
eral substaces, leaving the sample pure cold. 


‘The sample is then weighed, and by the differ- 
ence between the weight before assaying and 
after, the true value is found. All the silver 
over and above five pennyweights for each lot, 
is paid for by the mint as tts true value. The 
cold, after it has been assayed, is melted, re fin- | 
ed, and being mixed with tts due proportion of | 
alloy, is drawn into long strips, (mot unlike an 
iren hoop for a cask.) the round pieces cut out 
with a sort of punch, each piece weighed and 
brought to right size and put into a stamping 
press, whence it comes torth a perfect coin.—

The annual visitation of the schools in Dis- 
jirict No. 6, Upper Mills, consisting of Primary, 
|Miss Susan Thompson, teacher ; and Gram- 
| mar, under the charge of Mr. Simon Barrows, 
| assisted, a portion of the year, by Miss Mary 
| Aon Hammond, took place Tuesday, Feb. 27, 
jlast. The members of the Committee assigned 
j to these Schools, were Messrs. Houghton, Dy- 
ler, Pierce and Macintosh. The friends of the 
i scholars, on thts occasion, preity generally at- 
jtended ; but it appears to the writer, thet. not= 
j withstanding a very marked change for she 
betier was then, and bas been for some time 
|manifest, yet more general interest and more 
jrents in this district, is desirable. No school 
ever did bor can prosper and come upto a sat- 
isfactory position where cold indiflerence or in- 
jaltention pervades the community. <A good 
school is made up of individual good scholars, as 
‘the circle is of straight lines, and hence each 
{parentand each child is individually responsi- 
ble for a good or bad school. 

The children and youth composing these 
schools are naturally of as clear heads and as 
bright intellects, as those of the other schools ; 
rel, far in rear of others in town. And why is 
1? There certainly must be valid cause or 
causes. Now it is believed that ne school in 
town, bas a better qualified and a more devoted 
and enthusiastic teacher than the one who pre- 
sides over the destinies of Grammar School, 
number six. 

The idea that the fault is with the teacher, 
in this case, is prepesterous, absurd. It there- 
fore musi, 'o a great extent, rest with the pa- 
rents. With all kindness let two or three very 
great evils be named which exist, tn this dis- 
: which parents alone can re- 
wove, and are of such magoitude and imper- 
tance as to call loudly for immediate reforms. 
The first io which attention ts requested, is the 
keeping children at howe when they should be 
atthe school. It cannot be doubted fora mo- 
ment that occasional absences can scarcaly be 
avoided. But itis equally clear that parents in 
ai! portions of the town, aod very especially at 
the Upper Mills, are too much inclined to allow 
their children to stay away from school for 
sight and insufficient cavses, not careing or 
considering the operation of this evil upon the 
school. Anexperienced teacher, in comment- 
ing on the sad effects of absences takes for an 
illustration @ clase of four bright lads im Cel- 
burns’s First Lessons, and any other branch of 
study might with equa! propriety have been ta- 
ken. During the first week of the termall 
may be present, and go on with cheerfulness 
and success. The second week A. is absent. 
On his return the whole class must be pat back 
and wait for him io comparative idleness, or 
the unhappy delinquent, required to solve prob- 
lems for which be is not prepared, must come

It is easy to see 
that a class, aye, a whole school may be ruined, 
y ruined, and the brightest and most 
promising set of scholars turned into sluggards 
and apparent dolts, by their repeated absences. 
Jt cun be said with trach that this evil is not of 
so aggravated a character as in former years. 
But it still exists to so formidable a degree as 
to keep the schoo! comparatively low. It must 
be conceded the fault rests for the most part on 
parents, and if so, it must also be conceded, that 
|the reform, so iarportant to the well-being of 
their children and the success of the schools, 
must be brought about by parents. The next 
eviland it always follows in the train of ab- 
sences and tardiness, is the leave to go home 
| before the business of the school room is com- 
'pleted. The school room during school hours, 
is the place where ali the children and youth 
| between the ages of four and sixteen, are bound 
ito be, unless unavoidably detained. Now the 
writer would not interfere with the domestic 
arrangements of any family in town, but would 
seriously and most respectiully inquire, of some 
of the families at the Upper Mills, if they can- 
| not, in order to promote the highest interests of 
‘their dearly loved ones, make arrangements in 
| some way, without interfering in the least with 
their cwn interests, to prevent their children 
being so frequently cailed from the schoo! room 
during school hours. The practical effects of 
a license to leave aud go home before the busi- 
ness of the school room is finished, are, in some 
respecis, more disastrous to the toterests ofa 
school than absences and tardiness. Parents, 
will you think seriously on these matters and 
make united and strenuous efforts to eradicate 
these evils 2 Mr. Barrows has ever been, it is 
believed, prompt, faithful and devoted.

REMINISCENCES 
Of a-portion of the early military life of the 
date Colonel Edmund Kirby, of the United 

States Army. By one of his associates. 

My acquaintance with the late Col. Edmund 
Kirby. of the United States Army, commenced 
in the autumn of the year ISI2. He was then 
a subaltern ef the 4th Regiment of Infantry 


and was stationed at Fort Constitution, at the! 


mouth of the Piscataqua River, near Ports- 
mouth, (N. #1.) at that time under the com- 
mand of Captain, gow the venernble and re- 
epected Bt. Brigadier General Walbach, by 
whom he was held in high estimation. Short- 
ly after Lt. Kirby joined bis regiment on the 
trontier of New York under the immediate 
command of the veteran and true hearted sol- 
dier and * honest man,’ Col. Purdy, by whom 
he was greeted as a son, and was forthwith ap- 
pointed to the post of Adjutant, in which capa- 
city he continued to serve, with marked dis- 
tinction, during the war. Lieut. Kirby per- 
formed the dates of his position, which were 
constant and arduous, to the perfect satisfaction 
of his excellent commander, who was an eleve 
of the celebrated “mad Anthony” and a strict 
disclipinarian, and to the entire approbation of 
the officers of the corps, with whom, as well as 
with the soldiery at large, he was, peculiarly 
and universaliy, a favorite. 

The somewhat notorious “ Chateanguay 
Campriga,” under General Wade Hampton, en- 
sued. Thesevere and arduous 
miliary melee, which | shall bazard the styling 
of this memorable campaign, alihough nm cid 
not achieve for the combatauts undying laurels, 
yel, very materialiy. tended to the discip!ine, the 
hnowledge of tactics and to the general subor- 
dination of the army, of which this division may 
be said to have formed the nucleus. To no 
man, in a subordinate capacity, can the honor 
be more signally attached ‘han to Lieut. Kirby 
in eflecting this desirable result. The ardor 
and devotedness with which he pursued his 
military duues, and the energy which he press- 
ed into service to perfect himself in the accom- 
plishments of a finished soldier, soon made him 
perfectly au fait in all that appertained to his 
profession, in which he seemed determined to 
excel, Like every effort which he essayed, his 
success was complete. The old 4th became 
the mode! regiment under his surretidance and 
was always distinguished for admirable disci- 
pline, tacuics and subordination, as well as for 
that Gnished air which perfects the cowp-d ail 
of a military corps. 

The forces under General Wilkinson having 
pow unijed with the division at Platisburg, the 
command of the right wing of the army devol- 
wed upon that showy martinet, by hom an at- 
{empt was made upon the enemy's position al 
La Cole. ‘Here the 4th, as well as the army 
ai large, was conspicoous for iis steadiness and 
construncy under peculiarly trying circumstan- 
stances ; but where little was accomplished, by 
reason of an unlooked for contingency, to add 
material lustre io our arms. For the space of an 
hour the incessnai discharge of firearms resem- 
tled a feu-de-jote, during which period the 
commanding general, with that peculiar conde- 
acension and suavity for which he was con- 
*picuous, em passant, “ congratulated me on 
hearing the music of arms for the first time.” 
A concurrent remark was made by Charles the 

sth of Sweden at the whizzing of bullets in 
bie first action. The coincidence, in a man of 
our General's poetical affinities, may not, there- 
fore, be deemed singular! We were obliged 
to stand a moerderous fire without being able 
‘© return at to advantage, a trying and vexing |
